EVERY so often, a new MP is la- 
belled by his associates in the 
House of Commons as someone 
whose career will influence the life ofhis 
party and his country. His questions and 
interventions in Commons debates are 
observed with special attention. His de- 
meanour and personality are scrutinized 
for the intangibles that can mould raw 
talent into the makings of leadership. 
The media wrap their cliches around 
him, describing him as a "comer," a 
"rising star."

tinguished family, his evident intelli- 
gence, and his swiftly established record 
for political success have designated 
Rae as the federal New Democrat of 
whom much is expected. 

"I don't think of myself as the heir 
apparent," he says. "Most of the un- 
happy people I know are those who fix 
themselves a certain goal and then are 
shattered if they don't make it Broad- 
bent is the party leader. The caucus and 
party are solidly behind him. He'll be the 
leader for as long as he wants it. Talking 
about the leadership is an abstract 
question."

±974 to forty-two in 1980. 

But most of the new crop represent 
ridings' in British Columbia, Saskat- 
chewan, and Manitoba, where the party 
made important gains in the last two 
elections. Of the group, only Rae, Neil 
Young, and Ian Deans are from Ontario, 
where the future of the NDP as a national * 
force will be determined.

The NDP has also established the 
civilized tradition of not devouring its 
leaders. As a third party in federal poli- 
tics, the NDP counts its blessings and 
disappointments in handfuls of seats or 
marginal shifts in the popular vote.. 
Guided by more modest expectations 
than either the Liberals or Conserva- 
tives, the New Democrats do not de- 
mand high standards of electoral suc- 
cess from their leaders. That part of the 
NDP psyche that considers the party a 
movement for social and economic re- 
form believes that electoral success is 



*ct electoral accounting, the NDP en- 
tered the 1980s as less of a national party 
than it had been at the beginning of the 
1970s. Twenty-seven of its thirty-two 
MPs represent ridings in three of the 
western provinces. The other five MPs, 
including Rae, come from Ontario. 

This failure to break through in On- 
tario — the party's popular vote in the 
province hovered around twenty-one 
per cent in the three elections of the 
1970s, although the number of MPs fell

ing a strong national party. Many of 
the country's most powerful unions - 
steelworkers, auto workers, chemical 
workers - are concentrated in Ontario. 
The party's platform, emphasizing in- 
dustrial redevelopment, low energy 
prices, and increased Canadian owner- 
ship of the economy, has been designed 
with Ontario in mind. Broadbent repre- 
sents the industrial riding of Oshawa.
